It may, of course, be objected 
on the other hand, that if an agent is a large shareholder in a mine, he thereby 
shows his confidence in it. And so he certainly does, if he retains his shares as 
an investment, and abstains from all operations on the market. Yet, if an agent, 
who is also a large shareholder, knows that his mine has become much poorer— 
and from his position he is the first to hear of it—it is a terrible temptation for 
him to sell before he communicates the bad news to his co-adventurers, There 
are, undoubtedly, many shareholding agents who would deem themselves in- 
| capable of taking an unfair advantage by keeping back, even for an hour, bad 
news, but it is as well for the temptation not to exist. 

In the early part of last week we were enabled in the course of a short visit to 
North Wales to inspect the new discovery at D’Eresby Mountain. The Gorse 
lode in the bottom of the mine is certainly a very fine one, and should it con- 
centrate in depth, as the manager expects and believes it will, D’Eresby Moune 
tain will make a great name for itself in the mining world. In about a week or 

| a fortnight’s time more of the lode will have been seen. It hag been cut into 
at present about 2 ft., but it is believed to be some 30 ft. wide. The important 
feature about this discovery is that in the levels above the old workers have 
taken away the richest part of the lode, and they must have met with some fine

From Mr. Jonn B. REYNOLDS :—NSince my last there has been no 
very striking incident in the markets for public securities. Consols 
have been, on the whole, a little weaker, and it is pretty clear that 
we shall have dearer money. AsI pointed out some weeks since, this 
is the inevitable forerunner of the still further expansion of trade 
which is in the immediate future, and not only will there be no cause 
for alarm, but the increased demand for money will increase the confidence of 
commercial men. There has been a remarkable revival of confidence already, 
and, as is always the case, it has been shown in the high price of the Three per 

| Cents., and perhaps more definitely still in the great favour extended to our first- 
| class securities. But it will be well to read the public mind aright at this junc- 
ture,and the most uninitiated must perceive that never were speculative schemes 
| more shunned than they are‘to-day. Capitalists at any rate demand that they 
shall see their way to a good return if they allow their money to be without in- 
terest for any lengthened period. So that it is not at all unlikely that the pro- 
spectuses which are now being circulated will, as a rule, be fairly consigned to 
the temporary quiet of the waste paper basket. This is not inconsistent with 
what I have stated with regard to the anxiety of persons to anticipate the float- 
| ing of first-class companies by applying for shares before the official notification 
of the intended allotment is made. It simply indicates that the public are now 
| so educated in the science of investments that to canvass for capital is in itself 
| a sign of such weakness as to awaken grave suspicion. I am aware that the pre- 
sent state of the public mind has scarcely a parallel, but this again is but a fur- 
ther indication that our future activity will have a sound basis. It is to the in- 
terest of all that doubtful schemes should not be encouraged, for if public confi- 
dence is to be permanent it can only be by the investor being well and honour- 
ably dealt with. 

In the Times City Article of Wednesday last may be seen the smartest criti- 
cism which it has been our lot to read in that journal forsome time past. It has 
reference to the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Company, and well illus- 
trates the wisdom of the views shadowed forth in this Article. Without going 
into the merits of this particular case it would indeed be surprising if after past 
experience the greatest caution was not manifested by capitalists who are in- 
vited to send their money across the Atlantic, and if they did so without the most 
minute enquiry. 


There are those in our midst who are eloquent on the losses 
made by the prosecution of home industries upon which our national greatness 
depends, but who are remarkably silent on the wide-spread desolation caused by 
reckless foreign enterprise, and who are equally silent concerning the large for- 
tunes which have been amassed by the judicious, systematic, and determined 
search for metals which are indispensable, and the demand for which is amongst 
the first signs of prosperity. If this eloquence on the one hand, or silence on 
the other, can, notwithstanding past experience, so far make British capitalists 
forget their duty and their interest we are muc h mistaken, and nothing should 
be more welcome tothe public than the total failure of financiers to get subscrip- 
tions in for the working of schemes which are foredoomed to inevitable ruin. 
The encouragement given by the Postmaster-Ge neral to clerks and others with 
a view tothe increase of their capital by investing in the Three per Cents. is 

| worthy of all praise, and I venture to say that those who encourage small capi- 

talists, or those who are dependent upon moderate salaries, to risk their savings 
are justly liable to censure Admitting all this, however, the business of the 
country must go on, metals must be produced, goods must be conveyed hithe- 
and thither, people must travel, the telegraphs must be worked, the whole ma- 
chinery of commercial life must proceed, and therefore we must and shall have 
many who have large sums at their command who will go, and very psoperly 
so, for more than 3 per cent.

Remarks.—At the earlier part of this week our markets on the whole 
were fairly active, and prices generally showed a slight advance; but 
towards the close there has been less disposition to make purchases, 
and prices have again slightly given way. A feeling of confidence, 
however, seems to prevail in the stability of the markets, strengthened 
perhaps by the satisfactory Board of Trade returns published for the 
month of October, as also from the continuance of a plethora of money, 
the low Bank rate occasioned thereby, and the general revival of credit. 
With such favourable features as these it is not surprising that there 
are unmistakable signs of over-production in some metals, as producers 
are apt to be carried away by the rosy reports of trade revival which 
are circulated about, and look for a demand which perhaps is never 
forthcoming. Regular trade is now exceptionally dull, and especially 
so for export, business having been checked by the slight rise 
which has lately been made in prices, and while sellers still con- 
tinue to uphold their quotations against their customers they will, 
in a twofold manner, destroy their own markets, first by encourag- 
ing rather than discouraging speculation; and secondly, by placing 
an effectual check upon the bond fide demand. If buyers had 
been purchasing only in limited quantities, then perhaps there might 
be a chance of prices being upheld, for with the little speculation which 
is now going on, it would possibly give time for the regular demand to 
expand, but as the Board of Trade returns show that for some time 
past the chief foreign markets have been well supplied, buyers can 
consequently afford to wait their time before making fresh purchases, 
and are likely to do so, since there are particularly heavy stocks of 
most metals, which strongly indicates a declension of prices. [n fact, 
there does not appear much chance of any resuscitation in the demand, 
either for speculative or legitimate account for some time hence, as we 
are now rapidly approaching the winter quarter, a seasun that is in- 
variably the dullest for trade, and holders may experience difficulty in 
realizing without making liberal concessions in price. At somewhat 
under ruling rates there are orders to be had, and sellers would pro- 
bably do well to secure them rather than allow them to be returned 
unexecuted, and especially in such instances where but a slight con- 
cession only is needful. The traffic returns continuing unfavourable 
tends to have a depressing influence upon our markets, as they indicate 
that the amount of legitimate business doing is somewhat restricted. 

Coprer.—During the past week there has been a fair amount of busi- 
ness trausacted in this metal, but holders have been anxious to realize 
the improved prices, which has had the effect of lowering them. Chili 
bars were sold on Monday from 61/. 2s. 6d. to 611. 5s., according to 
prompt, but on Tuesday 61/. was accepted, at about which figure the 
market remained steady thoughout Wednesday. j 
was touched, andthe market closes to-day at 60/. 12s. 6d. With such 
a heavy stock as there is in this metal, it is not surprising that 
upon each little rise sellers should predominate, and until statis- 
tics show some great improvement, spurt which may take place will 
probably bring out free sellers, and thus prevent prices from being upheld 
for any length oftime. Light charters from Chili at the commencement 
of the month were the cause of therrise, and should those which will be 
announced in a day or two be again light, the market will doubtless 
recover all it has lost this week, but, on the contrary, if they prove above 
the average, there does not appear sufficient stability in the market to 
prevent prices from fal a to a still further extent. Advices 
recently received from Australia show the total exports from Melbourne, 
Sydney, and Adelaide to Great Britain last month to be 800 tons, and 
1300 tons copper ores. According to the Board of Trade returns for 
last month the exports were 98,129 cwt., against 96,181 cwt. in October, 
1879, and 76,878 cwt.in 1878. These figures are satisfactory, as they 
show a good growth in the requirements of the trade, and since this 
month commenced there has also been some very fair shipments 
effected, but these are chiefly in fulfilment of old contracts; present 
orders being rather scanty. There is, however, a moderate inquiry for 
copper sheets, 4 by 4, and business is recorded as low as 691. 15s. For 
yellow metal there is but a limited demand, and no change has been 
made in prices. 

Inon.—There is a very fair amount of business being transacted in 
this metal, and the improved prices reported last week are for the most 
part steadily maintained.

THE SINKING OF MINES. 


The importance of economy and the perfection of the work in the 
sinking of shafts are fully recognised by those engaged in mining 
operations, still it is frequently found that the same object is attained 
by widely different means, and at a considerable difference in the 
cost. In sinking, brick, stone, or cast-iron tubbing is usually put in to 
drain back the water, and so to have the least amount of leakage. 
It has been found the most economical to wall every shaft as it is 
sunk, and in Cornwall in the sinking of deep vertical shafts where the 
stratum is granite or hard clay-slate the work has been greatly,expe- 
dited by commencing the shafts at threeor four points simultaneously. 
Levels were driven out of the workings in the lode, and the centre of 
theshaft at each point being determined by survey the sinkers worked 
overhead at each place, a bore-hole being put through when the junc- 
tions approached. But in ordinary sinking the np-cast shaft is sunk 
to the rise of the field of mineral, as the air underground naturally 
ascends as it is warmed, and the gases go along with it.

4 Cribs are 
generally adopted in sinking, and each circle can be sent down in | 
parts. When the cribs are placed near each other they are very 
strong, and are generally found sufficient to bear any likely strain 
they may be put to. But in the case of some descriptions of strata, 
such as wet sand at the surface, cribbing is scarcely sufficient, and 
piling is usually had recourse to. The piles are madeof strong battens, 
secured against the effects of driving by means of iron ferrules at the 
top, being shod with iron at the bottom, are driven perpendicularly. 
After the first row of piles have been driven down as close together 
as they well can be the sand is dug out, when a crib is placed within 
the pile, and another a short distance from the surface, they are then 
driven some distance and another crib placed within them. They 
can be then driven their full length, and a third crib placed within 
them, and then another immediately above it. The cribs are then 
supported by props, and so complete the first length of piling. Other 
two cribs are then laid at the same level at the bottom of the length, | 
so that there will be a space between the outside of the inner cribs | 
and the inside of the outer pair, and through the intermediate space | 
another length of piles are driven down and the sand taken out, when | 
more cribs are put in until the bottom of the sand is reached. This | 
system occupies a good deal of time, and is consequently expensive, | 
for the greater part of the wood usedis lost. In sinking through wet 
sand iron cylinders have been adopted, and with every success. They 
are first heavily weighted, so that they sink down when the sand has 
been removed from below them. The principal thing is to keep them 
vertical, which is not always easy, especially when the sand is hard | 
and irregul 
when the sand runs to one side leading to greater pressure upon the | 
other side of the tube. Shafts can be lined with either bricks or stones, | 
as may be desired, or may be considered the most economical. Where 
bricks are used they are usually made of wedge shape to suit the 
circle of the shaft, and where stone is adopted it should be dressed so 
that it can be put down in regular courses, having the end joints 
properly tapered. In all cases the walling should be fixed with good 
lime, and well and firmly backed up. 

Where there is a considerable pressure of water, however, and for 
the purpose of effectually damming it metal tubbing will be found 
necessary and effectual, more especially where the diameter of the 
shaft is more than 12 ft., or even less. In putting in metal sections it 
is in every way essential that the ground in which the bottom crib, on 
which the bottom of the tubbing rests, should be impervious to water. 
The crib should made of cast-iron, and it is as well that when laid 
should have thin oak sheathing placed between the joints, and be 
packed and wedged until neither wood nor iron could be driven into 
he packing. After the crib had been properly put in the segments 
are piled up, 4-in sheathing being placed between each joint, hori- | 
zontal or upright.

IMPROVED METALLIC PISTONS. 


Users of steam-power are fully aware of the value of a really effec- 
tive piston which is capable of easy adjustment with the steam 
against it, and so attaining steam tightness with the least amount of 
friction. The patent improved adjustable expanding metallic piston, 
intreduced by Mr. GILLoTT, mining engineer, the patentee, of 
Barnsley, appears to be an invention that will commend itself to 
large as well as small usersofsteam-power. Its being adjustable all 
unnecessary pressure on the rings is avoided, and by the introduction 
| of an internal V-ring between the springs and rings gives the requi- 
site pressure for keeping the rings in contact with the piston body 
and cover, as well as the cylinder.
